In January, 1896, the Cleveland ad- 


ministration sold more bonds to re- 
plenish the constantly falling treas- 
ury reserve, making an increase in 
the national debt from 
all sales of 


about '$262,000,000. 


As a result of this record of adver- 


sity there was an overwhelming tri- 
umph of the republicans in the Fall 
elections of 1S94, and this triumph 
was repeated in. 1S96 by the election 
of McKinlejv and in 1900 by his re- 
election. 


This is the kind of history that is 


liable to repeat itself during tho next 
four years, [or the fight is on between 
the two great parties. 
The question 


is not whether Wilson or Taft is the 
better man. 
They are simply inci- 


dents as' compared to the vital ques- 
tion o£ national administration. 


The panic of 1S93 was not caused 


by a scarcity oE money, but by lack of 
confidence. 
The 
democratic party 


was a free trade party, as it is today, 
and capital sought shelter as soon as 
the party gained control. 


This loss of confidence was so uni- 


versal that it affected all kinds oC 
business. 
A great volume o£ money 


was retired from the banks and hid 
away for safe keeping, and the circu- 
lation was so retarded that bank and 
business failures were of every clay 
occurrence. 


There is everything to lose and 


nothing to gain in a change of admin- 
istration at the present time. 
Confi- 


dence is the great block of capital 
which keeps the wheels of industry 
in motion. It is thoroughly enjoyed 
today- and any. effort to destroy it is 
suicidal in the extreme. 
A safe anc 


sane administration is of more vita 
importance than .personal or part} 
ambition, "don't you think?"

POLITICAL INDIFFERENCE. 


In spite of the fact that politicians 


are shouting themselves hoarse, anc 
money is being spent freely to pro 
mote/the-interests of candidates, th 
lack-p'f enthusiasm is .everywhere, ap 
parent, and the indifference is "wore 
than open opposition. After citin 
the fact that the 
railroads of th 


country have booked orders for on 
million tons of steel rails to be deliv 
ered in 1913, as evidence of continuet 
prosperity, the Wall Ptreet Journa 
offers the following note of warning 


"There is indeed a danger that thii 


indifference may be carried too far 
A radical splitting of the republicai 
party might easily mean, in presen 
conditions, the election oC a demo 
cratic president, with a congress so 
overwhelmingly democratic and radi 
cal that his power to check sweeping 
legislation on the tariff and in othe 
directions might become nullified. 


"Office has a way of instilling con 


servatism into the most radical mind 
when it carries the responsibility o 
the presidency of the United States 
but this is a contingency which the 
most prosperous business condition? 
cannot afford to neglect. It has' beei 
constantly pointed out in these col 
umns that the power -of legislation fo 
good has always been absurdly exag 
gerated among us. 
We have had 


however, recent and striking instance*, 
of its power for mischief; and in mak 
ing plans for the future no business- 
man can pretend to ignore the "politi 
cal outlook, which is far from re 
assuring." 


The point is well taken and sug 


gests the danger in a change of na 
tiqnal administration. The destiny o 
the country is in safe hands, and the 
outlook for a long continued era ot 
prosperity, was ever so promising. 


The man of average common sense: 


whatever may be his "political creed, 
knows that any sort of a change is 
an experiment which may result in 
disaster. 


The democratic party has a record 


of failure;, and the new party is an 
untried proposition. 
It is a good 


time to let well enough alone, and this 
will be the verdict of the great mass 
of indifferent voters., when they speak 
in November.

When preparing fowl, do not allow 


it to stand and soak in water, as thus 
the delicate flavor is often, entirely 
soaked out of "the meat. ' It Is neces- 
sary to scrub the skin, using 'a lit- 
tle soda in the water, to thoroughly 
cleanse It, .but It is best done before 
the fowl is cut iip. Thoroughly-wash 
the-inside by letting the water from, 
the tap flush .the .bird, then cut up at 
the joints, and It will not be necessary 
to wash it again. 


Roll the pieces of chicken In sea- 


soned flour and .'fry in hot .fat. Butter 
and" sweet lard'mixed makes a good 
frying medium, though 
it must 
be 


watched carefully or it will burn. If 
the chicken Is young and tender, it 
will not need parboiling, but should 
cook carefully and long, to be thor- 
oughly done. 


Braised Chicken.—Tryoiit two slices 


o£ fat salt pork; cut a fourth of an 
inch, thick, remove the scraps and add 
to the fat five slices o£ carrot cut in 
small cubes, half an onion, sliced, two 
sprigs of thyme, one sprig of parsley, 
and one bay leaf. Cook,ten minutes; 
add .two tablespoonftils of "butter and 
fry .a four-pound 
fowl until 
well 


browned, turning until the whole sur- 
face is brown. Place on a trivet in. 
a pan, pour over the;fat, add two cups 
of boiling water or chicken stock. :
